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1„ Activities of the Partido Socialista da Nicaragua (PSfi) in the labor field 
during July were directed principally toward avoiding a split between the 
orthodox Party members and those making up the nationalist or Somocista 
group* The latter are distinct from. the Federgcion Naeionalieta, which is 
actively anti-Communist and anti-PSR, PEN efforts to nersuade Ab salo n 
Gonzales to reconsider hit resignation as Secretary General of the Con- 
fedsracion General del Trabajo (CGT) reached a point early ia July when the 
PEN leaders offered the Somicieta faction a majority of the members of the 
Executive Committee .. Gonza.,ez refused to consider the proposition* 


2„ The CGT and the Federaeion Nationalists received invitations to attend a 
reception at the Argentine Embassy on the morning of 9 July* Fearing that 
Gonzalez and the other Somocisttss would not attend, the PEN Isadora delegated 
certain members to call at the houses of these persons in the morning of the 
reception day and accompany them to the Embassy. In this manner Gonzalez 
arrived in the company of Domingo Vargas and Francisco Bravo, while Humberto 
Gabuardi came with Hector Zelaya, and Jitetild.e Barreto accompanied Roberto 
Gonzalez. Manuel Centeno Rizo refused to attend. Source states that the 
PEN adherents wore outnumbered by the opposing group, and that most of the 
ox*. icers of PSN— dorai nat efi syndicates did not appear. Speeches were made by 
Absalon Gonzalez, Roberto Gonzalez, Carlos Adan Espinoza, and Jorge Hector Lupo, 
Argentine Labor Attache. Gabuardi had told Lupo that Gonzalez and his faction 
wished to withdraw from the CGT because of the persistent attacks of the 
Federaeion Naeionalieta, and that a split in the OCT would be unfortunate. 

Lupo thereupon took the bait, and in his speech he stated that the unity of 
Nicaraguan labor is essential „
